Ross Perot endorses Romney: U.S. on 
‘unsustainable course’ 


Yesterday morning, business¬ 
man and former presidential 
candidate Ross Perot declared 
his unequivocal support for 
Republican candidate Mitt 
Romney. 

"President Obama pro¬ 
mised a great deal. He has had 
his chance," Perot wrote. "The 
results are visible for all to see. 
It is time for a new beginning. 
It is time for Mitt Romney." 

Complaining of Obama's 
policy writ large, Perot echoed 
the GOP challenger's cam¬ 
paign slogan, writing that 
America "can't afford four 
more years in which debt 
mushrooms out of control, our 
government grows and our 
military is weakened." 

Going on to praise Rom¬ 
ney's conservative principles 
as well as his record as gover¬ 
nor of Massachusetts, Perot ar¬ 
gues that the former Bain 
Capital CEO would address 
and rectify the current presi¬ 
dent's shortcomings. 

"He has spent most of his 
career in the private sector. He 


understands how jobs are cre¬ 
ated. He understands how go¬ 
vernment can get in the way of 
that process," Perot writes. "As 
a president, he would do what 
this administration has been 
unable to do, which is reform 
our federal government, pare it 
back and—most critically— 
keep it from acting as a brake 
on economic growth." 

The endorsement may 
come as a surprise to some. In 


recent weeks, Perot went on 
record as disapproving of both 
candidates' negligence of an 
impending "fiscal cliff' and 
the country's massive debt. In 
an interview with USA Today, 
he said, "Nobody that's run¬ 
ning really talks about it, about 
what we have to do and why 
we have to do it. They would 
prefer not to have it dis¬ 
cussed."

"The president and the vice 
president certainly wouldn't be 
knowledgeable about specific 
decisions that are made by se¬ 
curity professionals," she said. 
Obama has come under fire 


from his critics over the attack, 
which left four Americans 
dead, and Clinton's move will 
be seen as an attempt to take 
the heat off him three weeks 
before he bids for re-election 


in the November 6 polls. 

Clinton has launched an in¬ 
ternal investigation into 
whether there were any secu¬ 
rity failures in Benghazi, 
while the FBI and Libyan au¬ 
thorities have launched crimi¬ 
nal investigations into the 
killings. 

But Clinton said the buck 
stopped with her on security 
decisions and played down 
initial communications errors, 
saying there is always "confu¬ 
sion" in the first hours after an 
attack. 

"The decisions about secu¬ 
rity are made by security pro¬ 
fessionals, but we're going to 
review everything to be sure 
we're doing what needs to be 
done in an increasingly risky 
environment," Clinton said, 
according to Fox News.

Campaign to combat 
human trafficking kicks 
off in Aruba 


GENEVA — "The Fight against 
Human Trafficking Matters!" 
is Aruba's slogan for a week of 
events designed to raise public 
awareness for better preven¬ 
tion of human trafficking, pro¬ 
tection of victims and prose¬ 
cution of traffickers. 

"The campaign, which 
starts today with a public lec¬ 
ture at the University of Aruba 
and events at local radio and 
television stations, is organized 
by IOM, the Government of 
Aruba and the Aruba Anti 
Human Trafficking and Smug¬ 
gling Taskforce", said the IOM 
Spokesperson Chris Lorn in a 
press release. 

Like many countries in the 
Caribbean, Aruban officials 
have started to receive infor¬ 
mation on possible cases of 
human trafficking. To date, 
three of them have been con¬ 
firmed, but IOM and its part¬ 
ners believe that other cases 
may remain unreported. "Al¬ 
though the scale of human traf¬ 
ficking in Aruba, and in the 
Caribbean for that matter, does 
not compare with other regions 
around the world, human traf¬ 
ficking is a crime that cannot 
be ignored," says IOM Project 
Manager Chissey Mueller. 
Throughout the week, IOM, its 
partners and guest speakers, 
including a US citizen who 
was trafficked in the USA, will 
bring the message to different 
audiences by explaining what 
constitutes human trafficking, 
how it takes place, ways in 
which traffickers deceive their 
victims, possible trends in 
Aruba and in the region, the 
Government's response and 
available services, and how the 
public can play a crucial role in 
preventing human trafficking 
and in identifying victims. 

On Thursday, October 18, 
Aruba's National Day against 
Human Trafficking, will an¬ 
chor the week with a session 
for invited delegates from 


other Caribbean countries that 
closely interact with Aruban 
authorities and civil society on 
the issue of human trafficking. 

During the course of the 
week, IOM will discuss its up¬ 
coming "Situational Analysis 
on Aruba's Response to Hu¬ 
man Trafficking" research re¬ 
port and will launch a com¬ 
petition for Aruban youth to 
submit artwork depicting 
human trafficking for an infor¬ 
mation campaign scheduled 
for 2013. 

The Aruba awareness week 
is part of IOM's regional ca¬ 
pacity building program to 
combat human trafficking in 
Antigua and Barbuda, Aruba, 
Jamaica, St. Vincent and the 
Grenadines, and Trinidad and 
Tobago. The program is 
funded by a grant from the 
U.S. Department of State, Of¬ 
fice to Monitor and Combat 
Trafficking in Persons (J/TIP) 
Since 2004, IOM has been 
helping to build the capacity of 
the English and Dutch-speak¬ 
ing Caribbean to fight human 
trafficking by raising aware¬ 
ness, training stakeholders, and 
identifying and assisting vic¬ 
tims who had been trafficked 
for sexual exploitation, forced 
labor and domestic servitude. 

The victims came from 
countries as distant as India, 
Myanmar and the Ukraine, and 
from neighboring countries, 
including Colombia, the Do¬ 
minican Republic, Guyana and 
Jamaica.

Rafael is season's ninth 
hurricane; Paul loses 
punch 


Rain began to fall in 
Bermuda yesterday afternoon 
as the outer bands of Hurri¬ 
cane Rafael passed over the 
island where life, for the most 
part, went on as usual. 

A few flights into the 
tourist destination were can¬ 
celed or delayed, but most of 
the 70,000 residents carried 
on with their business or 
went to school. 

Officials at Bermuda's 
Emergency Measures Organ¬ 
isation cautioned people on 
the eastern end of the island 
to take precautions because 
of strong winds and said 
higher than normal tides were 
expected at as early as 10 
p.m. 

Rafael is expected to bring 
storm-force winds and rough 
seas as it passes about 100 
miles southeast of Bermuda, 
said Wayne Perinchief, chair¬ 
man of the emergency organ¬ 
ization. 

Forecasters at the National 
Hurricane Center expect 
Rafael to hold its strength 


before weakening sometime 
today as it moves into the 
north Atlantic. 

Hurricane Paul weakened 
as it swirled toward Mexico's 
Pacific coast yesterday, 
prompting authorities to 
close schools and govern¬ 
ment offices as the storm ap¬ 
proached a lightly populated 
area. 

The hurricane lost some 
punch as it neared the Baja 
California peninsula, with 
maximum sustained winds of 
145 kilometers per hour (90 
miles per hour), the US Na¬ 
tional Hurricane Center said. 

"Preparations to protect 
life and property should have 
been completed," the Miami- 
based center said. 

The latest advisory said 
Paul weakened to a category 
one hurricane on the five- 
level Saffir-Simpson scale 
and was about 72 kilometers 
(45 miles) from the town of 
Cabo San Lazaro on the 
southwestern coast of the 
peninsula.

Seven masterpieces stolen in Dutch museum heist 




ROTTERDAM (AFP) - Seven 
masterpieces, including pain¬ 
tings by Picasso, Matisse, 
Monet and Gauguin, were 
stolen in a pre-dawn heist yes¬ 
terday at Rotterdam's Kunsthal 
museum, the biggest such theft 
in the Netherlands in two 
decades, police said. 

Alerted by an alarm but ar¬ 
riving on the scene after the 
thief or thieves had fled, police 
said they had launched a major 
investigation that includes in¬ 
terviewing possible witnesses 
and examining closed-circuit 
television. 

"Yesterday morning seven 
artworks were stolen from the 
Kunsthal in Rotterdam," police 
said in a statement, adding the 
burglary took place at around 
3:00 a.m. (0100 GMT). 


After having initially de¬ 
clined to name the stolen paint¬ 
ings, they said that after con¬ 
sulting with the owners, they 
can now release photographs 
of the works. 

"A major investigation is 
under way and forensics are at 
the scene," Rotterdam police 
spokeswoman Patricia Wessels 
told AFP. "We're investigating 
how they got access, what time 
it happened and who did it." 

Dutch state television 
showed a police forensic team 
dusting one of the Kunsthal's 
outer doors for fingerprints. 
The museum's director is fly¬ 
ing back from Turkey after 
hearing news of the theft, tele¬ 
vision said. 

The NOS broadcaster said 
the haul was worth "millions 


and millions of euros (dol¬ 
lars)", but the paintings are so 
famous that it will be difficult 
to get anything like their real 
value on the black market. 

It is the biggest art theft in 
The Netherlands since 20 
paintings were stolen from 
Amsterdam's Van Gogh mu¬ 
seum in 1991. 

The paintings are Pablo Pi¬ 
casso's "Tete d'Arlequin", 
Henri Matisse's "La Liseuse en 
Blanc et Jaune", Claude 
Monet's "Waterloo Bridge, 
London" and "Charing Cross 
Bridge, London", Paul Gau¬ 
guin's "Femme Devant une 
Fenetre Ouverte, dite La Fi¬ 
ancee", Meyer de Haan's "Au¬ 
toportrait" and Lucian Freud's 
"Woman with Eyes Closed". 

"Police are interviewing 
possible witnesses and exam¬ 
ining closed-circuit video 
footage," the police statement 
said. "An initial investigation 
suggests that the robbery was 
well prepared." 

The police spokeswoman 
said that police were alerted 
during the night when an alarm 
went off but the thief or thieves 
had made off by the time po¬ 
lice arrived at the scene. The 
museum was closed to the 
public yesterday. 

The museum is in Rotter¬ 
dam's museum park where few 


people go at night. 

The works were among the 
150-strong Triton Foundation's 
collection, which was being 
shown in its entirety to the 
public for the first time to mark 
the museum's 20th anniver¬ 
sary, the Kunsthal's website 


said. 

The exhibition "comprises 
works from almost every sig¬ 
nificant art movement", it 
added. 

The Kunsthal, which means 
"art hall", has no permanent 
collection of its own.

'I should be rewarded', 
Karadzic tells war crimes 
court 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - A defi¬ 
ant Radovan Karadzic told the 
UN Yugoslav war crimes court 
yesterday he should be re¬ 
warded for doing everything to 
avoid war in Bosnia, insisting 
he was a tolerant man who had 
sought to reduce human suffer¬ 
ing. 

”1 should have been re¬ 
warded for all the good things 
that I’ve done because I did 
everything within human 
power to avoid the war and to 
reduce the human suffering," 
the former Bosnian Serb leader 
told the Yugoslav war crimes 
court in The Hague as he 
began his own defence against 
charges including genocide.

"Neither I nor anyone else 
that I know thought that there 
would be a genocide against 
those who were not Serbs," 
said Karadzic, who is notably 
charged with masterminding 
Europe’s worst post-World 
War II massacre in the eastern 
Bosnian town of Srebrenica 
during its bloody 1992-95 war. 

Looking relaxed Karadzic 
projected an image of a school¬ 
master, with his glasses 
perched precariously on his 
nose, lecturing the court and 
occasionally smiling. His 
words however were met with 
incredulous cries and snickers 
from the packed public gallery, 
where several survivors and 
victims’ family members sat. 

Karadzic, 67, is accused of 
being one of the masterminds 
of ethnic cleansing during the 
Bosnian war in the 1990s that 
claimed more than 100,000 
lives and uprooted over two 
million from their homes. 

He faces a life sentence if 
convicted and has pleaded not 
guilty. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Supreme Court handed an ad¬ 
vantage to President Barack 
Obama yesterday in ruling that 
the key battleground state of 
Ohio cannot limit early voting 
in the final days before the 
election. 

Ohio implemented early- 
voting after the 2004 election 
fiasco where huge lines 
formed at polling stations and 
countless voters gave up and 
went home. 

But the Republican-led 
Ohio legislature changed the 
rules last year so that only 
members of the military could 
cast in-person ballots after 6 
pm on the Friday before the 
election. 

Ohio Secretary of State Jon 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States expressed disap¬ 
pointment yesterday after 
Britain decided not to extradite 
computer hacker Gary McKin¬ 
non, who is wanted on suspi¬ 
cion of accessing secret NASA 
and Pentagon systems. 

State Department spokes¬ 
woman Victoria Nuland told 
reporters that American offi¬ 
cials "are examining the details 
of the decision," but insisted 
that the 10-year legal battle 
had not undermined close US 
ties with Britain. 

But she added: "We have an 
incredible alliance and that 
will obviously continue in all 
of its forms." 

The Department of Justice 
also said it was "disappointed," 
particularly in light of previous

Italy cruise ship wreck 
removal faces big delays 


GIGLIO ISLAND (AFP) - The 
US salvage company tasked 
with removing the wreck of 
the Costa Concordia cruise 
ship said yesterday that the un¬ 
precedented project will only 
be completed by June 2013 at 
the earliest. 

Titan, which won a joint bid 
for the project with Italian off¬ 
shore rig company Micoperi, 
said that the technical demands 
of drilling into a granite seabed 
had slowed progress and win¬ 
ter weather may increase the 
delay. 

"The initial timeline is 
going to be blown out of the 
water," said Nick Sloane, 


Titan's senior salvage master. 
Organisers initially said the 
giant project — the biggest sal¬ 
vage of its kind — would be 
finished in early 2013. 

The vessel has a gross ton¬ 
nage of 114,500 GT — far big¬ 
ger than the Titanic — and lies 
beached on its side off Giglio 
island in Tuscany. 

Before attempting to right 
the liner, salvage workers are 
drilling holes into the seabed to 
support a platform the vessel 
will eventually sit on, thus se¬ 
curing the wreck to prevent it 
from slipping off the reef and 
into deeper water during the 
operation to right it. 


Colombia peace talks to start 
in Oslo on Thursday 


BOGOTA (AFP) - Fledgling 
peace talks between Colom¬ 
bia's FARC rebels and the gov¬ 
ernment which are aimed at 
ending the longest insurgency 
in Latin America will begin in 
Norway tomorrow after a one- 
day delay. 

The announcement by the 
Colombian presidency yester¬ 
day came shortly after a go¬ 
vernment source said the 
rebels' top negotiator Ivan 
Marquez had arrived in Cuba 
and was expected to travel 
within hours to Oslo with 
members of his team. 

The talks had originally 
been scheduled to start today 
in the Norwegian capital but 
Marquez experienced travel 
hold-ups due to bad weather. 

According to the Colom¬ 
bian press, tensions were also 


raised over a last minute re¬ 
quest by the FARC (Revolu¬ 
tionary Armed Forces of 
Colombia) to include a Dutch 
national, Tanja Nijmeijer, 
among its representatives. 

A number of members of 
the Colombian congress have 
told local media they object to 
her being part of the pending 
peace talks. 

Colombian senator Juan 
Carlo Velez is quoted as saying 
FARC wants to use Nijmeijer 
to win sympathy in Europe, 
while others fear she will be 
used to show the movement is 
'young and revolutionary'. 

On Monday, Leiden univer¬ 
sity professor Beatrice de 
Graaf told website nu.nl Ni¬ 
jmeijer has blood on her hands 
and is one of the most danger¬ 
ous women in the world.

US welcomes Cuba travel change, 
citing human rights 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States yesterday wel¬ 
comed Cuba's plan to scrap tight 
restrictions on citizens leaving 
the communist country, a move 
that could potentially send a 
surge of Cubans toward US 
shores. 

"This is consistent with the 
Universal Declaration of Hu¬ 
man Rights, which provides that 
everybody ought to have the 
right to leave any country, in¬ 
cluding their own, and — or to 
return to their own country, to 
come in and out," State Depart¬ 
ment spokeswoman Victoria 
Nuland said. "So we are analyz¬ 
ing, obviously, all of the details 
and any implications it may 
have for our processing." 

Separate from requests for 
US immigration visas, the 
United States gives any Cuban 
who reaches US soil — by boat, 
land or air — immediate resi¬ 
dency and working rights, 
something it does not do for ci¬ 
tizens of any other country. 


Havana's move will put pres¬ 
sure on Washington to allow 
more Cubans to enter the coun¬ 
try legally — or face a poten¬ 
tially risky illegal flow of 
refugees from the cash-strapped 
Communist-ruled Caribbean is¬ 
land just 90 miles below the US 
state of Florida. 

Cubans will no longer need 
an exit permit to travel abroad 
from January, the communist 
regime said yesterday, in a 
major overhaul of a half-cen- 
tury-old policy despised by the 
island's citizens. 

Cubans will no longer have 
to apply for a "white card" to 
leave the island from January 
14, and the period allowed for 
overseas stays will be extended 
from 11 to 24 months, accord¬ 
ing to decrees published in the 
official journal. 

A bureaucratic headache, 
Cubans are required to show a 
letter of invitation from a rela¬ 
tive or friend abroad and a visa 
from the destination country to 


get the permit, costing up to 
$500 in a country where 
monthly salaries average $19. 

While Cubans will only need 
a passport from January to 
travel, the government indicated 
that it would continue to impose 
some limits to avoid a "brain 
drain" that it blamed on the 
United States. 

The official daily Granma 
said Cuba will keep measures 
"to defend itself' as long as 
"'brain theft' policies aimed at 
taking away human resources 
essential to our country's eco¬ 
nomic, social and scientific de¬ 
velopment continue." 

Under the new rules, people 
who play "vital roles" in the 
country, such as soldiers, engi¬ 
neers, doctors and athletes, will 
need authorization from their 
superiors in order to get a pass¬ 
port. A passport can also be de¬ 
nied to Cubans who have a 
criminal record or a government 
debt, or for "national security 
and defense" reasons.

Smoking in cars beats 
UN pollution threshold 


PARIS (AFP) - Smoking in 
cars raises levels of danger¬ 
ous fine-particle pollutants to 
many times the limit recom¬ 
mended by the world's health 
agency, a study published 
this week said. 

Doctors in Britain meas¬ 
ured concentrations of fine 
particles in cars driven by 17 
people, 14 of them smokers, 
using an electronic monitor 
on the back seat. 

The volunteers were asked 
to follow their normal smok¬ 
ing habits as the smoke levels 
in their car were monitored 
over three days. 

Out of 104 journeys — av-

erage time 27 minutes — 63 
were smoke-free. 

During smoking journeys, 
levels of fine particles were 
85 microgrammes per cubic 
metre on average, compared 
to guidelines of 25 mcg/cu. 
metre for indoor pollution set 
by the UN's World Health 
Organisation (WHO). 

Even when the driver 
opened the window or turned 
on ventilation to remove the 
smoke, particulate levels 
were still above the WHO 
benchmark at some point 
during these journeys. 

The average peak during 
smoking trips was 385 
mcg/cu.metre, with the high¬ 
est being more than 880 
mcg/cu. metre. 

In contrast, particulate 
levels during non-smoking 
journeys averaged only 7.4 
mcg/cu. metre. 

The type of fine particu¬ 
late that was measured is less 
than 2.5 micrometres in di¬ 
ameter. 

These very small particles 
are considered dangerous be¬ 
cause they can lodge deep in 
the lung, causing irritation. 

"Children exposed to 
these levels of fine particu¬ 
late are likely to suffer ill- 
health effects," says the 
study, led by Sean Semple of 
the Scottish Centre for Indoor 
Air at the University of Ab¬ 
erdeen. 

"There are increasing 
numbers of countries legislat¬ 
ing against smoking in cars 
and such measures may be 
appropriate to prevent the ex¬ 
posure of children to these 
high levels of second-hand 
smoke." 

The investigation appears 
in the journal Tobacco Con¬ 
trol. 


Menopause causes 'spare 
tyre 1 but no weight gain 



PARIS (AFP) - Contrary to 
popular perception, 

menopause does not cause 
weight gain, although it does 
increase fat around the waist, 
a specialist journal reported 
Tuesday. 

Scientists working for the 
International Menopause So¬ 
ciety carried out a review of 
the evidence, looking at pub¬ 
lished studies into the impact 
of menopause on body 
weight. 


Where weight gain oc¬ 
curred, it did not occur 
through hormonal factors, 
which means that menopause 
cannot be blamed, they 
found. 

However, they concluded 
that the loss of the female 
hormone oestrogen leads to a 
change in the pattern of body 
fat, which shifts from the 
hips to the abdomen. 

"It is a myth that the 
menopause causes a woman 
to gain weight," said lead in¬ 
vestigator Susan Davis, a 
professor at Monash Univer¬ 
sity in Melbourne, Australia. 

"It's really just a conse¬ 
quence of environmental fac¬ 
tors and ageing which cause 


that. But there is no doubt 
that the new spare tyre many 
women complain of after 
menopause is real," she said. 

"This is the body's re¬ 
sponse to the fall in oestrogen 
at menopause — a shift of fat 
storage from the hips to the 
waist." 

Previous research has 
found that on average a 
woman in Western society 
gains around 0.5 kilos (1.1 
pounds) per year after the 
age of 50. Weight gain is in¬ 
fluenced by genetic and be¬ 
havioural factors, especially 
a sedentary lifestyle and 
snacking on fatty and sugary 
foods.

Astronomers discover planet with 
four suns 


Microsoft to price new 
tablet near same as IPad 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - An 
international team of amateur 
and professional astronomers 
has discovered a planet 
whose skies are lit up by four 
suns — the first known case 
of such a phenomenon. 

The planet, located about 
5,000 light years from Earth, 
has been dubbed PHI in 
honor of Planet Hunters, a 
programme led by Yale Uni¬ 
versity in the United States, 
which enlists volunteers to 
look for signs of new planets. 

PHI is orbiting two suns, 
and in turn is orbited by a 
second distant pair of stars. 
Only six planets are known to 
orbit two stars, researchers 
say, and none of those are or¬ 
bited by other distant stars. 

"Circumbinary planets are 
the extremes of planet forma¬ 
tion,” said Yale's Meg 
Schwamb, lead author of a 
paper presented Monday at 
the annual meeting of the Di¬ 
vision for Planetary Sciences 
of the American Astronomi¬ 
cal Society in Nevada. 

"The discovery of these 
systems is forcing us to go 
back to the drawing board to 
understand how such planets 
can assemble and evolve in 
these dynamically challeng¬ 


ing environments.” 

US citizen scientists and 
Planet Hunters participants 
Kian Jek and Robert 
Gagliano were the first to 
identify PHI. Their observa¬ 
tions were then confirmed by 
a team of US and British re¬ 
searchers working in Hawaii. 

PHI is a gas giant with a 
radius about 6.2 times that of 
Earth, making it slightly 
larger than Neptune. It orbits 
a pair of eclipsing stars that 
are 1.5 and 0.41 times the 
mass of the Sun roughly 
every 138 days. 

The two other stars are or¬ 
biting the planetary system at 
a distance that is roughly 
1,000 times the distance be¬ 
tween Earth and the Sun. 

The discovery of PHI was 
made available online Mon-

Last week scientists re¬ 
ported the discovery of a "di¬ 
amond planet" twice the size 
of earth and orbiting a sun¬ 
like star. 

Up to one-third of the 
planet's mass and much of its 
surface is believed to consist 
of diamonds, implying that 
distant rocky planets can no 
longer be assumed to have 
the same features as Earth.

LIMA (AFP) - US Secretary of 
State Hillary Clinton yesterday 
issued a clarion call for nations 
to lift barriers to women’s eco¬ 
nomic participation, arguing 
that in tough times they are a 
vital key to growth. 

Attending a conference in 
Lima, Peru, Clinton urged that 
women be given greater access 
to the tools needed to become 
entrepreneurs and called for 
countries to end laws posing a 
major obstacle to women en¬ 
trepreneurs. 

’’This is a time when all na¬ 
tions need to grow their 
economies and create jobs, and 
we... know that women drive 
economic growth," Clinton 
told the conference entitled 
"Power: Women as the Drivers 
of Social Growth Inclusion." 

She told the conference 
hosted by Peruvian President 
Ollanta Humala, and attended 
by Michelle Bachelet, head of 
UN Women, that "advancing 
the status of women and open¬ 
ing wide the doors of opportu¬ 
nity is the great work of our 
time." 

"Restrictions on women's 
economic participation are 
costing us massive amounts of 
economic growth and income 
in every region of the world," 
Clinton argued. 

"In the Asia-Pacific for ex¬ 
ample, it's more than $40 bil¬ 


lion in lost GDP every year... 
In my own country, making it 
easier for women to enter... the 
labor market could increase 
GDP as much as nine percent. 

"In the eurozone, GDP 
could be 13 percent higher. Yet 
even with so much to gain for 
all of us, more than 100 coun¬ 
tries have laws restricting wo¬ 
men's economic participation." 

She highlighted the work of 
Peruvian Luzmila Huarancca 
who "creates beautiful, em¬ 
broidered cloth from the An¬ 
dean highlands." Ten years ago 
she won a grant from USAID 
and Peru and has taught her 
skills to some 800 women 
across a dozen communities. 

"That's how quickly in 
today's interconnected econ¬ 
omy one woman with a needle 
and thread can give hundreds 
of women quality jobs, liter¬ 
ally stitching new hope into 
their families' futures and eco¬ 
nomic growth for their coun¬ 
try." 

The regional conference, 
sponsored by the State Depart¬ 
ment, the Peruvian govern¬ 
ment and the InterAmerican 
Development Bank, was fo¬ 
cusing on how to overcome 
hurdles women confront as en¬ 
trepreneurs. 

These include a lack of 
training and mentoring, diffi¬ 
culty in accessing the networks 


needed to start businesses, as 
well as the need to connect 
women to the markets and help 
them raise capital. 

According to the World 
Bank, poverty would be 30 
percent higher in the region 
without women's economic 
contribution, a US official 
said. 

Clinton announced that the 
United States was putting up 
some $900,000 for the estab¬ 
lishment of a new entrepre¬ 
neurship trust at yesterday's 
conference, building on com¬ 
mitments made to the 2011 
APEC Leaders summit. 

She also toured the 
Gamarra district in Lima, the 
center of the country's textile 
industry, where a quarter of 
Peru's textile workers — some 
50,000 people — work. A fur¬ 
ther 200,000 families work in 
wool and cotton production. 

According to Peruvian fig¬ 
ures, the South American na¬ 
tion exported $2 billion (1.5 
billion euros) in raw and 
processed textiles last year, 
amounting to 1.5 percent of its 
gross domestic product.

just one level above junk-bond 
status. 

The agency cut Barcelona's 
rating to BBB- from BBB+ 
and left it with a negative out¬ 
look just six days after down¬ 
grading Spain's sovereign 
rating by the same margin, cit¬ 
ing a deepening recession and 
banking strains. 

Standard & Poor's said 
local and regional govern¬ 
ments can sometimes enjoy a 
rating one notch stronger than 
the sovereign debt, but only 
when they have stronger fi¬ 
nances. 

This is not the case with 
Barcelona, it added. 

"The province depends on 
the central government for 85 
percent of its operating re¬ 
venue, limiting its financial in¬ 
dependence and ability to 
withstand a sovereign stress 


scenario," the agency said. 

"Moreover, local govern¬ 
ments in Spain have, in our 
view, a limited ability to op¬ 
pose any unwanted changes to 
their institutional framework. 
Consequently, we apply a so¬ 
vereign cap to the rating on 
Barcelona." 

Hours earlier, Standard & 
Poors lowered its credit rating 
on seven major Spanish banks, 
including the top two San¬ 
tander and BBVA, in line with 
the country's reduced status. 

Rival agency Moody's In¬ 
vestors Service already has 
placed Spain's sovereign debt 
one notch above speculative 
status and is expected to an¬ 
nounce this month whether it 
will cut the rating again, as¬ 
sessing Spanish bonds as junk. 

Such a move could send 
Spanish borrowing rates spi¬ 
ralling and rapidly force the 
country to seek a sovereign 
bailout.

Lin says he’s hit by racism in GQ 
cover story 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Jeremy 
Lin, the NBA playmaker of 
Taiwan and Chinese heritage 
whose rise last season 
sparked "Lin-sanity" world¬ 
wide, told GQ Magazine in a 
cover story that he still feels 
the sting of racist attitudes. 

"I'm going to have to play 
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well for a longer period 
of time for certain peo¬ 
ple to believe it because 
I'm Asian. And that's 
just the reality of it," 
Lin told GQ in a story 
from the November 
issue posted on the 
magazine website. 

Lin is featured on 
the cover wearing a suit 
and basketball shoes 
and holding a basket¬ 
ball in his left hand 
with a headline: "Je¬ 
remy Lin will not be denied". 

"I dont always pass with 
my left, but when I do, its for 
GQ... thanks," Lin posted 
Tuesday on his Twitter page. 

Lin, a 24-year-old Har¬ 
vard graduate, was pulled off 
the bench for the New York 
Knicks last season when the 
club had two starters felled 
by injury. He shocked every¬ 
one with a star turn that 
sparked a win streak and 
"Lin-sanity". 

The starters returned and 
so did reality but the Knicks 
reached the playoffs and Lin 
was expected to play a role 
for new York in the upcom¬ 
ing season. 

But when the Houston 
Rockets made an offer of $25 
million for three years and 
the Knicks refused to match 
it, Lin departed for the Texas 
club where retired Chinese 
star center Yao Ming played 
his entire NBA career. 

"When we had Yao Ming 
and Tracy McGrady, those 
were our centerpieces," 
Rockets general manager 
Daryl Morey told GQ. 

"Right now we're really 
sort of figuring out who those 
foundational players will be 
but if you had to ask me 
who's most likely to be that 
guy, I think Jeremy Lin's 
number one." 

Lin, however, says he still 
feels a sense of bigotry to¬ 
ward him, that people see his 


skills as more limited be¬ 
cause of his unique status as 
the NBA's first Asian-Amer¬ 
ican player. 

"If I can be honest, yes. 
It's not even close to the only 
reason, but it was definitely 
part of the reason," Lin said. 

"There's a lot of percep¬ 
tions and stereotypes of 
Asian-Americans that are out 
there today and the fact that 
I'm Asian-American makes it 
harder to believe, even cra¬ 
zier, more unexpected." 

"If you (play well) for 
long enough, I think you 
would get the respect." 

Lin felt racism slaps last 
season such as an ESPN 
website headline "Chink in 
the armor" after he had a poor 
showing on the court. 

"In my younger days, it 
would make me really 
angry," Lin said. "I think the 
comments in college were 
pure racism. Stuff that was 
said by opposing players, op¬ 
posing fans, opposing 
coaches. So none of this was 
even close to that." 

Lin became a star in Tai¬ 
wan, his parents' homeland, 
and China, where one of his 
grandparents is from. He re¬ 
called being so mobbed dur¬ 
ing an Asian visit in the 
off-season that he rarely es¬ 
caped his hotel room. 

Lin also related how he 
expected to return to New 
York even after signing an 
offer from the Rockets, hop¬ 
ing to ensure a salary boost 
from the Knicks. 

"The Rockets thought I 
was going to be a Knick," Lin 
says. "They told me when I 
signed there, 'We think it's an 
80 to 95 percent chance of 
that happening.' That was 
consistent with what every¬ 
one was saying to me. 

"The thing about it is, 
there was no other way to 
handle the situation. I didn't 
get an offer from the Knicks, 
so I had to go test my mar¬ 
ket." 


TORONTO (AFP) - The Na¬ 
tional Hockey league offered 
to split hockey revenue 50-50 
with players Tuesday in a 
new proposal aimed at end¬ 
ing an ongoing contract dis¬ 
pute in time for each team to 
play a full 82-game season. 

The proposal announced 
by NHL commissioner Gary 
Bettman comes one month 
after the league locked out 
players and less than a fort¬ 
night after the NHL cancelled 
regular-season games sched¬ 
uled for October 11-24. 

Bettman said a full season 
could still be played, how¬ 
ever, if a deal is done in time 
to begin the season in early 
November. 

"We very much want to 
preserve a full 82-game sea¬ 
son and in that light we made 
a proposal, an offer really," 
Bettman said. 

"It is our best shot at pre¬ 
serving an 82-game regular 
season and playoffs." 

Bettman and deputy com¬ 
missioner Bill Daly met 
Tuesday with NHL Players 
Association executive direc¬ 
tor Don Fehr and special 
counsel Steve Fehr at the 


union's office. 

"The reaction was they 
need to study it," Bettman 
said. "I respect that portion of 
the process. They have got to 
understand the offer and get 
comfortable with it." 

Bettman said the offer 
would split hockey-related 
revenue at 50-50 and would¬ 
n't include salary rollbacks. 

"We're focused on getting 
the season started on Novem¬ 
ber 2," Bettman said. "That's 
what this offer was about." 

To fit in a full season, 
teams would have to play one 
extra game every five weeks 
over the original schedule. 

Talks on a new collective 
bargaining agreement have 
been stalled on how to divide 
$3.2 billion in hockey-related 
revenues and owners locked 
out players on September 15. 

Last week, when the league 
announced the cancellation of 
the 82 games scheduled for the 
first fortnight of the season, 
Don Fehr criticized the league 
sharply for a move that he said 
punished fans. 

The NHL lost its entire 
2004-05 season to a similar 
dispute.

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Manning's record rally 
sparks Broncos victory 


Giants rout Cardinals to level series 


SAN DIEGO, California 
(AFP) - Denver's Peyton 
Manning sparked a historic 
second-half National Foot¬ 
ball Feague comeback from 
24 points down Monday with 
three touchdown passes to 
lead the Broncos over San 
Diego 35-24. 

Manning completed 24- 
of-30 passes for 309 yards, 
going 13-of-14 in the second 
half, to inspire his 47th 
fourth-quarter victory fight- 
back — matching retired 
Miami legend Dan Marino 
for the NFF record in career 
victory rallies. 

"I don’t have them ranked 
but it sure is special," Man¬ 
ning said. "It was a pivotal 
game. We can work on doing 
some things better and get 
things turned around." 

The Broncos improved to 
3-3, matching San Diego 
atop the AFC West division. 
But the Chargers dropped 
their third game in their past 
four starts and did so at home 
by squandering a 24-0 lead. 

"Every loss hurts, no mat¬ 
ter how it happens... espe¬ 
cially when you have a big 
lead and with so much at 
stake," Chargers quarterback 
Philip Rivers said. "We're 3- 
3 and we have to regroup." 

It was the first time in 
NFF history that a team 
which trailed by 24 points 
eventually won by 10 or 
more points. 

"It's about playing 60 min¬ 
utes," Manning said. "There's 


no quit in this team. We have 
some things to work on but 
this is a great win." 

It showed why the Bron¬ 
cos signed Manning, 36, after 
he was released by the Indi¬ 
anapolis Colts last March. 

"He's calm. He's confi¬ 
dent. He's a leader. He's what 
you need to pick it up," Bron¬ 
cos receiver Eric Decker said 
of Manning. 

"We were making little 
mistakes that were killing us. 
In crunch time you have to 
make those plays and we did. 
That's the kind of leadership 
he has." 

Manning, who completed 
13 passes in a row at one 
stage in the second half, was 
aided by six San Diego 
turnovers, five of them in the 
second half. 

"Our offense got a touch¬ 
down and our defense was 
able to force some 
turnovers," Manning said. 
"We have shown the ability 
to come back." 

Rivers threw an 11-yard 
scoring strike to Antonio 
Gates with 24 seconds re¬ 
maining in the second quarter 
to give the Chargers a 24-0 
half-time lead, matching the 
largest half-time deficit Man¬ 
ning had ever faced. 

"Those self-inflicted 
wounds put us in a hole," 
Manning said. "It was kind of 
deflating to our team in the 
first half Everybody stepped 
up in the second half. Every¬ 
body took responsibility." 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Marco Scutaro drove in two 
key runs before leaving with 
an injury on Monday and San 
Francisco defeated reigning 
champion St. Fouis 7-1 to 
level their Major Feague 
Baseball playoff series. 

The best-of-seven Na¬ 
tional Feague Championship 
Series, deadlocked at 1-1, 
shifts to St. Fouis for three 
games today, Thursday and 
Friday. The winners will face 
either the New York Yankees 
or Detroit in the World Se¬ 
ries. 

It was the first home vic¬ 
tory of the playoffs for the 
Giants, who dropped two 
games at home to Cincinnati 
in the previous round and the 
series opener to St. Fouis on 
Sunday. 

Giants starting pitcher 
Ryan Vogelsong allowed 
only one run in seven in¬ 
nings, scattering four hits 
while walking two batters

and striking out four on a 
night when San Francisco 
sluggers pounded out 12 hits 
and plenty of runs. 

"It feels better getting one 
here rather than going in 
there down 0-2," said Vogel¬ 
song. "They are a great hit¬ 
ting team. I was just making 
pitches." 


San Francisco's Angel 
Pagan blasted a solo homer in 
the first inning to open the 
scoring but the Cardinals 
equalized in the second when 
Pete Kozma walked and 
scored on a double by St. 
Fouis pitcher Chris Carpenter. 

San Francisco scored four 
runs in the fourth inning to 
seize command, the first of 
them crossing home plate on 
a throwing error by Carpenter. 

Scutaro added a bases- 
loaded double to drive in two 
runs and a fielding error by 
Cardinals outfielder Matt 
Holliday allowed a third San 
Francisco run to score on the 
play, giving the Giants a 5-1 
lead. 

Scutaro, the Giants' sec¬ 
ond baseman, was removed 
from the game and later taken 
to a hospital for an MRI 
exam with a left hip injury 
that he suffered in the first in¬ 
ning on a fielding play when 
struck by a sliding Holliday.
